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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner is in receipt of applicant's response to office action mailed 
2/9/2005, which was received 8/1/2005. Acknowledgement is made to the amendment 
to claims 1,5-12,14,17,18,21,26,27 and 31, leaving claims 1-31 as pending in the instant 
application. The applicant's amendment and arguments have been carefully considered 
and were found to be persuasive in overcoming the rejection of the drawings, 
specification and both the 1 12 and claim rejections. However after further search and 
consideration the new grounds of rejection follows: 



Examiner's Note

USC 112 Sixth Paragraph Notification 
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Applicant has provided means-plus function language in the instant claims, which 
could be construed as having a narrower meaning emanating from specific 
embodiments found in the specification. Since it is the applicant's responsibility to 
invoke USC 1 12 6 th paragraph, the examiner will treat the claims using the broadest 
reasonable interpretation unless the applicant responds to the office action invoking 
USC 1 12 6 th paragraph and identifying the exact limitations that the applicant is reading 
into the claims from the specification. Please be advised that should the applicant 
invoke USC 1 12 6 th paragraph in response to this office action the response may still be 
made final using the rationale that the applicant has added new subject matter to the 
claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,12 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase approximately is not definite 

therefore the examiner takes approximately 30 minutes to include any time after or 

before 30 minutes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ahluwalia (US 6,728,685). 



In regards to claims 1-29, Ahluwalia teaches all the features of the instant 
claims. For example, Ahluwalia teaches a buyer, broker and retailer that interact over 
the Internet including means for purchasing and tracking of the buyers purchased 
product (see drawings and abstract). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Ahluwalia in view of Official Notice. 
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In regards to claims 30 and 31, Ahluwalia teaches tracking product (FIG 1), but 
does not specifically mention that a GPS system is used to track the product. The 
examiner takes Official Notice that tracking of product wirelessly using GPS systems 
was old and well known in the art at the time of the invention. It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the inventiioOn to 
include in Ahluwalia the tracking of the product using GPS, because the use of this 
tracking will minimize the risk that the customer will become inconvenienced and 
dissatisfied with the merchant's on-line system. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-31 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
